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1. INTRODUCTION 


The imperative sentence is mostly often addressed to the second person (you —sbsI, TBI, Bpi), 
therefore, as a rule, there is no subject in it. You refer to one person or several, you can understand only 
by context. Another feature is that, the imperative has no interrogative form, because we use it to 
“TlopeseBaTb” rather than ask :-) 

In order to ask, advise or order to do something, we use the infinitive without particle to. 

Stand up! — Betaup (-Te)! 

Stop talking! — IIpexparu (-Te) pasroBapuBatp! 

Switch off the light. — Brrkmrogn (-Te) cBer. 

Be quiet when you enter the lecture hall! 

— Beam (-Te) ce6a THXO, Korma 3aXOTMIUIb (-Te) B ayYAHTOpUIO. 

There is may be form of address in the imperative sentence. We should do not confuse it with 
the subject, it is not the same thing. 

There is a form of address in the following sentences. 

Akbarshoh, close the door. — AkOapmox, 3aKpoii WBepb. 

Rustam, walk the dog before dinner. — Pyctam, Bpiryiali coOaky Mepey, y>KHHOM. 

There is not a form of address in the following sentences. There is a subject and a predicate. 

Akbarshoh closed the door. — AkOapmox 3aKpbII JBepb. 

Rustam was walking the dog before dinner. — Pyctam BpirysmBal coOaky Mepey, y»KHHOM. 

If we need to use the two verbs in the imperative mood, we should put conjunction and between 
them. 

Go and tell Saidabegim to come back. 
Tlotiau ckaxu CauyOerumy, 4TOObI Ona BOSBpalllasiacn. 
Sit down and have a rest, you look tired.

With the help of the negative sentences, we will impose bans, ask or advise not to do anything. 
In order to form a negative sentence, we put at the beginning of the sentence the auxiliary verb do and the 
particle not (don’t).

The imperative mood has also polite forms. 
The Britishmen do not want to seem rude and disrespectful. Therefore, they try to soften the 
imperative phrase and add the politeness word to it, such as please, just, if you don’t mind. We can 


wow 


translate them as "noxasryiicta", "ecm TbI (Bal) He IpoTuB". 
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Please close the door.

Put the cup on the table, please.

Don’t share this information with him, if you don’t mind.

Another way to add politeness to the command is to make it a disjunctive question. Add 
“xBocTok” to the sentence, and it will become an order of magnitude softer. The most common 
“xBocTHku” - will you, won’t you, can you.

If we talk about our action, after let will be followed by 
the pronoun me (MuHe).

We put 
them after the verb let. Also, let can be followed by a person’s name or noun. Although it should be 
mentioned that with a third person the imperative mood is not so common as in English.

If our instruction is left without due attention, you can always add emotionality to it, for this we 
should use one of the following constructions: 

Amplifying verb do. When you want to emphasize the importance of your request or order, use 
the amplifying verb do at the beginning of the sentence. In this case, do can perform two functions: show 
impatience or make the appeal polite and formal.
